Stearns elected for a second term 
by a large vote.

Grey suggests that the obetictes 
placed in the way of investigating 
the death of Benton show the guilt of 
those involved. He absolves the 
United States from all responsibility 
in the matter and says that England 
hag no right to ask her to use force 
in her behalf. 

The words used by Grey read very 
much like sarcasm when he gays “the 
United States has shown at least as 
much interest in the death of a Brit- 
ish subject as it has in the case of 
outrages on American citizens.” 

Great Britain, he says, will not use 
force to avenge violence to a British 
subject, but In event of the United 
States not intervening by armed force 
will seek proper reparation when the 
opportune moment arrives. 

Grey declared that Great Britain 
would maintain her policy of protect- 
ing British subjects, and made this 
statement: 

“If the United States does not de- 


‘sire to take steps on its own behalf, 


or that of Great Britain, the British 
government will reserve the right to 
itself to secure reparation. We have 
no intention of sending a force to any 
part of Mexico, -but we do not intend 
to let the matter rest,” 

This is the first forma) announce- 
ment that the British government will 
demand reparation for the death of 
Benton. Grey declared that there 
was every indication of the purpose 
of the Mexicans (meaning the consti- 
tutionalists) to conceal the truth re- 
garding the death of Benton. He said 
that all efforts to secure a complete 
investigation of Benton’s death had 
thus far failed, but ¢#&t communica- 
tions with the United States were 
proceeding. 

The foreign secretary made it plain 

that England would exact full satis- 
faction, either through the United 
States or by itself. In conclusion he 
Baid: 
. “If the United States thinks it 
proper to act further in behalf of 
British subjects, this government will 
gladly await the result, but if the 
United States does not consider it de- 
sirable to act, Benton’s violent death 
necessitates that the British govern- 
ment do whatever it can in its own 
behalf.” 

Anti-Mexican bitterness increased 
at El Paso, Tex., when confirmation 
was received of the murder of John 
Harmon, an American, at Madera, 
Mex. This wag fanned by claims of 
Mexican officials that Harmon was 
killed in a private quarrel and that his 
death had no political significance. 


BISHOP BOWMAN DEAD 


Grand Old Man of Methodism Passe 
Away at Age of 97 

Bishop Thomas Bowman, formerly 
president of De Pauw university, died 
at Orange, N. Y., at the home of his 
daughter. He was 97 years of age. 

Bowman was the patriarch of 
Methodism in America. He had been 
affectionately known for a generation 
as the “Grand Old Man of the Faith.” 

Sixty-one years of Bowman’s life 
were spent in active church service, 
the longest yecord known for con- 
tinuous church work. He never took 
a vacation. Thirty-seven years were 


. passed in preaching and teaching and 


twenty-four as a bishop. 

He served for a year as chaplain of 
the United States senate (1864-65) 
and became acquainted with Abraham 
Lincoln. He early became suspicious 
of attempts to assassinate Lincoln and 
was one of the first to warn him. 


PLEW IS HANGED 


Penalty For Killing Wakefield That 
He Might Marry His Wife - 

James Plew, who murdered William 
Wakefield at Middlebury, Conn., that 
he might marry Mrs. Wakefield, was 
hanged in the state prson at Wethers- 
field. 

Except for the prison. chaplain he 
had no visitors during the day. He 
evidenced no nervousness and seemed 
oblivious of the fact that he was soon 
to die. He expressed no regrets for 
himself, saying that he committed 
the murder and was ready to pay the 
penalty. 

He displayed some interest when he 
heard that Mrs. Wakefield’s case was 
argued before the supreme court and 
he hoped she would be granted a new 
frial. 


Leaves $10,000,000 to Daughter

| President Wilson went before con- 
gress and delivered re urging 
the repeal of the Panama ‘anal tolls 
exemption section. He said: 

I have come to you ap errand 
which can be very | performed 
but I beg that you will. not measure 
its importance by the number of sen- 
tences in which I speak. 

No communication I haye addressed 
to the congress has carried with it 
graver or more far-reaching implica- 
tions to the interest of the country, 
and I come now to speak upon a mat- 
ter with regard to which I am charged 
in a peculiar degree, by the complica- 
tion itself, with al responsibil- 
ity 


I have come to ask for the repeal of 
that provision of the Panama canal 
act of Aug. 24, 1912, which exempts 
vessels engaged in the coastwise trade 
of the United States from payment of 
tolls and to urge upon you the jus- 
tice, the wisdom and the large. policy 
of such a repeal with the utmost in- 
sistence of which I am capable. 

In my judgment, very fully consid- 
ered and materially formed, that ex- 
emption constitutes a mistaken eco- 
nomic policy from every point of view 
and is, moreover, in plain contraven- 
tion of the treaty with Great Britain 
concerning the camal executed on 
Nov. 18, 1901. 

I have not come to you to urge my 
personal view. I have come to state 
to you a fact and a situation. What- 
ever might be our own differences of 
opinion concerning this much debated 
measure, its meaning is not debated 
outside the United States. 

Everywhere the language of the 
treaty is given but one interpretation, 
and that interpretation precludes the 
exemption I am asking you to repel. 
We consented to the treaty, its lan- 
guage accepted, if we did not origin- 

ate it, and we are too big, too power- 
ful, too self respecting a nation, to in- 
terpret with too strained or refined a 
reading the words of our own; prom- 
ises just because we have: “sand 
enough to give us leave to read the’ 

ag we please, The last thing to do ‘ts 
the only thing we can afford to do, 
a@ voluntary withdrawal from a posi-. 
tion everywhere questioned and mis- 
understood. 

We ought to revoke our action with- 
out raising the queston whether we 
were right or wrong, and so once 
more preserve our reputation for gen-. 
erosity and the redemption of every 
obligation without quibble or hesita- 
tion. I ask this of you-in support of 
the foreign policy of the adminstra- 
tion. — 

I shall not know how to deal with 
other matters of even greater delicacy 
and nearer consequences if you do not 
grant this to me in ungrudging meas- 
ure.

Nearly Two Hundred Men Heed | 
less of Police Warning 


ALL ARE PROMPTLY ARRESTED 


Good Intentions of Priests Prove Use- 
less When They Try to Pacify Un- 
employed, Many of Whom Are 
Found to Be Armed With Weapons 
of Various prerierene 


One hundred and ninety men who, 
under the leadership of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, have been 
marching on church edifices recent- 
ly, were arrested in St. Alphonsus 
Roman Catholic church on West 
Broadway, New York. | 

“As the men neared the church, de- 
tectives informed Frank Tannen- 
baum, who had headed the demon- 
strations made during the last few 
days, that if the men entered the 
building they would do so at their 
peril, Tannenbaum, instead of heed- 
ing the advice, called on the men to 
follow him. 

A Lenten service was in progress in 
the church when the men marched in. 
Women screamed when they saw the 
intruders, who, paying little atten- 
tion to this, quickly occupied seats 
well in front. When the last of the 
men had entered the church, the de- 
tectives ordered the doors locked. 

Meanwhile the reserves from near- 
by police stations had been called out, 
and patrol] wagons were rushed to the 
scene, The necessary preliminary ar- 
rangements for this had been made at 
police headquarters during the day. 

When the policemen entered the 
church building, pandemonium en- 
sued. Wor half an hour there was the 
wildest disorder, due in a measure to 
the efforts of the police to separate 
the intruders. from the worshipers. 
Rev. J. C, Schnieder and several oth- 
er priests, who tried to pacify the 
men by talking to them, found their 
good intentions useless. 

The men were taken from the 
church in twos and conveyed in patrol 
wagons to the nearest police stations. 
Later they were brought into the do- 
mestic relations court for a prelimin- 
ary hearing. 

Tannenbaum was the first man ar- 
raigned. He gave his age as/ 21 and 
Stated that he was an Austrian, a

charged with a felony. Bail was fixe1 
at $5000. The other prisoners were 
brought up in-batches of about fifty 
and charged with disorderly conduct.

What’s the Matter with Andover | Twenty Years of “Boss Rule”

expressing any other sentiments than 
those of the writer elf, and 
without any suggestion of personal 
feeling, we are inclined to set forth 
a few of the things which may be 
considered in the nature of an an- 
swer to this query. hie 

5 isn’t anything the matter 
with Andover that is at all different 
than that which is the matter with 
most othef communities in New 
England at the present time, and 
the reason ‘“why”’ is practically the 
same in all. Andover was built up 
under individual leadership, from 
the coming of its first mormyye g to 
the time of its high point of ef- 
ficiency and development. In that 
building there has been a respon- 
sibility resting in the men who had 
planned for her development and 
for her growth. The people had 
faith in those men, and the men 
were fully impressed with the bur- 
den w they bore, whether it 
were in political contests or in con- 
tests for social and moral uplift. 
There was need for certain ones to 
lead and for certain others to be 
willing to follow. The results of 
such cooperation between leaders 
and followers, both willing and each 
loyal to the other, was the building 
of a community in which such 
strife as has marked more recent 
years was entirely absent. The 
leaders could not mislead and hold 
their places, the followers were as 
jealous of their rights: then as they 
are today, but they maintained 
them through a knowledge of actual 
conditions and not by feeding their 
passions upon the appeals of dema- 
gogues or the contentions of cranks 
and reformers. —- 

As success came to some and 
failure to others jealousy crept in; 
and when the upheaval in all politi- 
cal conditions came about, the men 
who had been so long left outs at 
once took advantage of every pos- 
sible opportunity to “get in,” ,and 
Andover is haviok its share with the 
other communities. The upheaval 
came here later than it did in some 
sections and we believe it will’ be 
shorter lived. The present result, 
however, indicates. that the 


and crooks and curbstone cfoakers 


have succeeded in making them- 
selves sufficiently strong to tempor- 
arily set the town back in its best 
development and add a burden to 
the expenses of every citizen in it, 
by extravagance in the expenditures 
of money, and elevation to high of- 
fice of men not fitted. The election 
of Monday well illustrates the truth 
of this statement. 

It was of no importance to the 
individuals themselves, and we be- 
lieve this is true of both the victor 
and the vanquished, whieh one of 
the two men should have been elect- 
ed- to the Board-.of Public Works 
last Monday. We believe it was of. 
the utmost importance to the town 
that it should not have written on 
its records a repudiation of ‘the 
spirit of willingness that led a man 
as busy as the vanquished is, pos- | 
sessing such ability as he does, with 
such earning capacity as has been 
so fully recognized by the business 
world, to proffer his, help in reliev- ' 
ing a serious situation in the town 
government. We don’t get many 
such men into public life. When 
they give of their services, their pur- 
pose is to render genuine help, and 
Andover” could ill afford to pass 
such an offer up, in favor of any 
other citizen in the entire town. 

We have objected to the vietor 
because he is an impossible person 
to be a member of any administra- 
tive or executive organization. He 
loves disturbance, and thrives on it. 
Elected, he becomes- the obstruc- 
tionist and = destroyer, never the 
builder. His personal character is 
above reproach, and he deserves 
praise for the manner in which he 
has developed himself and his fam- 
ily, but that is hardly the test for 
office holding. Let us all hope that 
as.a part of the new organization 
charged with the town’s most im- 
portant work he may work with his 
associates’ for progress during his 
coming term. The Townsman will 
be glad to recognize such a wilt on 
his part. 

What’s the matter with Andover? 
There isn’t a thing the matter with 
Andover when its sober, sane, hon- 
est self gets ready to. assert the 
power that it posseses; there will bea 
lot the matter with it, however, un- 
til such time as this power comes 
into its.own. It isn’t the big tax- 
payers who: will suffer by this tem- 
porary disturbance, but it’s the man 
with the little home and the fellow 
who pays the rent, who will have to 
pay the fiddler for this present-day 
cheap municipal “tangoing.”

This figures out 
a cost of $215 a mile. Now I think 
we ought to get as much per mile. 
There are 175 miles of road in An- 
dover, and expending $30,000 would 
only show a cost of $177 per mile. 
We cannot fix roads without money. 
No doubt there has been consider- 
able criticism of the Board, but we 
are simply there to do your will, and 
we only ask for a reasonable appro- 
priation. This system which was 
adopted is a system which I .think 
will work well. Therefore I move 
the sum of $25,000 be appropriated, 
including the St. Railway Franchise 
and Excise Tax.” 

Judge Cann: “And the money 
from street sprinkling?” 

Rogers: “Yes.” 

: “May I ask 
how it is tc be spent and where it 
is to be spent?” 

Mr. Rogers: “Just a moment, 
please. Now we are here to tell you 
where this money is to be spent, but 
I think Mr. Rhodes can explain 


more fully.’ 


T. E. Rhodes: “He is asking the 
question where wé are going to 
spend the money. That is a very 
difficult question, but I shall try to 
take you around the town of Ando- 
ver and show you conditions which 
ought to be made good, and which 
requife some judgment on the part

Chestnut street is fairly good except 
a few months of the year; Morton 
street washes away and it also needs 
curbing, macadam and binding. 
Bartlet street; there's another street 
which needs curbing, macadam and 
binding. Every rainstorm washes 
the road from Chapel avenue to 
Punchard avenue, and cellars are 
full of water. Here again we have 
no drainage. Schodl street needs 
curbing and macadam, and that 
takes money. Your Central’ street 
is all worn out; your Phillips street 
is all worn out, and down ow 
Central and Phillips street is© all 
washed away. What was it there 
on August 27? Brook street, Essex 
street, and Pearson street all need 
to be macadamized. And you ask 
where we are going to spend the 
money. This does not include West 
Andover. $25,000, yes, $50,000, for 
the town of Andover to appropriate 
is necessary to bring it to the con- 
dition in which you want and ex- 
pect it. You have been expecting 
considerable. Main street has got 
to be attended to on account of the 
amount of travel. Now I think it 


$30,000 could be used. Begin and 
do one piece right and keep it in re- 
pair; spread that amount of money 
out all over the town and it is the 
same thing, the same amount of 
work, the same process next year. 
It would be pretty hard to tell how 


have-an article which deals éspecial- 
ly with Lowell street. Lowell street 
is a disgrace to the town of Ando- 
ver. Anyone knows that street has 
not been fixed or repaired to 
amount to anything for years. Do 
something that will hold for over a 
year; but if we fix residential streets 
allowing one cent per square yard 
for repairs, the way you do now, 
you will always have bad roads. I 
hope you will give the Board a 
chance. We can’t do anything with 
$18,000, plus $3000, which makes 
only about $1200 more than we 
had this. year.” 

Mr. Burns: “I am ‘very much 
pleased to learn of the condition of 
our roads. We all know the roads 
of Andover are in a very bad con- 
dition. How much of this $25,000, 
if it is granted, will be spent on 
Harding street, and how much on 
Summer street?’’ ' 

Mr. Rhodes: “How much would 
be spent on Harding street? ‘Well, 
I don’t think we could tell within a 
cent, and it will depend on what 
should be spent on Harding street; 
but I.can tell you what. we intend | 
to do, and that is that the upper 
part of Harding street which has 
been washed away and which the 
Boston & Maine has helped us to. 
drain, be made so that it will be 
storm proof; and we must have it 
macadamed and a ght on curbed so 
as to prevent washes. To put. 
in two more catch-basins, it would 
cost probably $2500. 

“Now in regard to Summer St. 
Of course everyone judges the ap-! 
propriation according to the -work 
done on our street. Except around ; 
where the gentleman lives, I do not | 
think that this street needs much | 
constructive work, except along the 
line of drainage. We have got to 
fix Essex street right down to the 
river and put in curbing. That’s 
expensive work and costs 90c a 
lineal foot. I don’t think there is 
any question that we cannot find a 
place to put the money. The 
Board should be trusted.” 

Joseph Chambers: “The Board 
had $20,000 to spend last year and 
there has been no macadam built; 
according to. the secretary of the 
Board.” 

Mr. Rhodes: “There has been 
considerable patchwork done, and in 
Ballardvale a stretch of macadam 
which cost $2200. Now I think we 
should rebuild the 
have got. I think it would be the 
wisest thing to do, and that: is our 
intention, to repair and put into 
condition what we have got.” 

James .E. Dodge: -“It seems to 
me that the Board of Public 
Works have a big job on their 
hands. They require money. We 
allow this money for roads and we 
should leave it to their judgment to 
spend this money.
